HINTS THAT HELP MAKE GOOD LAWNS 


A little good grass seed sown spring and fall, | lb. to 500 
sq. ft., will help keep the weeds out. Grass under trees needs 
double the food and water that sunny lawns do. Mow your 
lawn often with the mower set so that it leaves the grass one- 
and one-half inches iong, especially during hot weather. 

Peat moss spread on the lawn, one bale (16 bus.) to 600 
sq. ft., keeps grass green all season. Don’t “‘sprinkle’’ your 
lawn every night. Soak it twice a week. Get the moisture down 
where the roots will go down after it and make a thick turf. 

If your lawn gets moss in it, rake thoroughly, spread bone 
meal over it, 10 lbs. to 100 sq. ft., and rake. Bone meal feeds, 
sweetens and aerates the soil.

The best results are obtained on a deep, rich, sandy loam. Sow seed 1 inch deep, in drills 16 inches apart, as 
early as possible. If wanted very early, sow in hotbeds and transplant to open ground. Thin to stand 3 or 4 inches 
apart. Cultivate cleanly and thoroughly. For succession, sow at intervals until middle of July.

How to Grow Delphiniums 
Always insist on fresh seed. Some of the 
most expert professional private gardeners 
chill or freeze their Delphinium seed in the 
refrigerator or ice chest for 24 hours and 
sow it while it is still cold. Sow from early 
spring until August in a well prepared seed 


bed, covering with Yg inch of fine soil, 
firmed down. After sowing, cover the seed 
bed with mulch, new lawn clippings, peat 
moss, or even newspaper if kept wet. In 
12 days remove mulch gradually. When 
plants have three leaves, move and space 
6 inches apart. The following spring trans- 
plant in groups into your garden, allowing 
1 toot between the plants. Mulch, after the 
ground is frozen, for protection. Delphin- 
ium require an alkaline or sweet soil. In 
the early spring throw a handful of lime 
on the plant. Feed liberally with pulverized 
sheep or cow manure and water thoroughly. 

When the first crop of bloom has faded 
cut the flower spikes off just above the 
foliage and keep slightly dry for two or 
three weeks to give the plants time to 
rest before the new shoots appear above 
the ground. When this takes place, cut the 
rest of the old stock off, sprinkle a tea- 
spoonful of ammonium phosphate around 
each plant, rake it into the soil slightly and 
water thoroughly. From the new shoots 
appearing from the ground select two or 
three of the strongest and break the rest 
out. The remaining ones will develop into 
fine spikes again.
